Chicago, Feb. 28.—Evidence was in­ 
troduced by the 
government during 
the d a y tending to show that the mat 
ter of testifying under oath during the 
investigation conducted 
by Commis­ 
sioner Garfield had 
been left to the 
puckers themsei\Tr*r It was claimed 
by District 
Attorney 
Morrison that 
this proved that the packers were not 
under 
compulsion 
when 
they gave 
their information to the agents of the 
government. 
The evidence was submitted in the 
shape 
of a 
telegram from 
Special 
Agent Durand to Commissioner Gar­ 
field in which it was said that A. II. 
Feeder, counsel for Swift & Ca., who 
is himself under 
indictment in con 
nection with the case, had advised the 
members of tile firm not to give evi­ 
dence under oath, as it might later be 
used against them. 
The examination of Commissioner 
Garfield was concluded in the after­ 
noon and Special Agent Durand fol­ 
lowed him. 
Mr. Durand 
was on the 
stand during the afternoon with ex­ 
ception of a short interval when Mr. 
Garfield was called to testify that none 
of the special agents employed by Ins 
department had called upon the dis­ 
trict attorney in Chicago as far as he 
knew.

evidence related to the letters that had 
passed between him and Mr. Garfield.

o'clock p. in., this city 
has been the 
scene of mob disorder, the outcome of 
feeling over the probably fatal shoot­ 
ing during the morning 
of Railroad 
Brakeman 
M. M. 
Davis by 
Preston 
Ladd and Edward Dean. negroes, both 
of whom had been placed under arrest 
here, and, because of threatened lynch­ 
ing, hurried under cover of darkness by 
the authorities to Dayton, where they 
are now in jail. 
When 
the mob 
learned that 
the 
prisoners had been taken from the city 
it went to that part of town known as 
"The Jungle,” 
inhabited by 
colored 
people, and began 
to burn and loot 
dwelling 
houses 
and 
saloons. 
At 
least six dwellings were burned and 
the contents of one saloon looted. 
A force of seventy-five members of 
local military companies are guarding 
the scene where the mob holds sway. 
The authorities believe the two ne­ 
groes were saved from being lynched 
only by their removal from the city. 
At 
an early 
hour in the 
morning 
Sheriff Al money had wired Governor 
Pattison for all 
available troops at 
mice and to hold others in readiness 
for possible call later. 
The authorities say that the scenes 
are similar to those which ended in 
the lynching of Richard Dixon, a ne 
gro, in this city two years ago. 
The mob looted 
a saloon on East 
Columbia street. 
The owner and his 
wit'*- fled, leaving their three children 
asleep upstairs. 
The building was rid­ 
dled with ballots and stones and it was 
only by tile hardest efforts of police 
and firemen 
that a way 
was forced 
through the mob and the children res 
cued. 
After the pillaging of the sa­ 
loon drunkenness was an added fea­ 
ture of the riot. 


Broke T hro ugh Cordon of Police. 


At ll o’clock members of the mob 
broke through a cordon of police and 
set fibre to a house iii “The Jungle,” 
which was quickly burned down. Ser­ 
geant Creager, who had charge of the 
squad of police, was 
hit on the head 
with a brick and seriously wounded. 
At midnight six 
Louses which had 
been tired by the mob were burning 
fiercely and the police had apparently 
lost control of the situation. 
Only six members of the local militia 
responded to the mayor’s call and the 
Xenia company, which was expected, 
had not arrived.

city authorities 
succeeded at 
12:15 
a. rn. in 
assembling parts 
of 
Companies ll and E of the Third regi­ 
ment, Ohio national guard, winch are 
stationed here. 
The total force num­ 
bers seventy-five men. 
They are now 
on 
the scene 
of the fire and 
have 
pushed the mob back both ways in 
Columbin 
street, 
east from 
Water 
street, and west 
from Foster street 
Just as tho troops arrived one more 
building was fired and no efforts were 
made to save it 
Tho efforts of the 
police, firemen and 
guardsmen 
are 
now directed 
solely to forcing 
th* 
rioters back and saving the property 
outside of the doomed square. 
Sergeant Creager, the policeman hit 
in the lace with a brick, is in a s e r i o u s 
condition. 
The mob 
is stoning and 
jeering the militiamen, but a show of 
bayonets has sufficed so far to keep 
the rioters on the move. 
The rumor 
that out of town 
troops are m omen­ 
tarily expected is having 
a quieting 
effect on the mob.

REVOLUTION IN FLOWERS. 


C o r n e ll l’rn f e * if ir T e ll* o f llrn io c h iK 
I'I ii lits Ii* p ti ii-Ii e n M a t u r it y . 
Flowers aud vegetables are drugged 
with ether nowadays. They are put in 
air tight dens and fed on ether for 
twenty-four or thirty-six hours until 
they become so permeated with the 
fumes that they mature in about half 
the time It takes them to develop natu­ 
rally, 
says the 
New 
York 
Herald. 
Stately Laster lilies treated for twen­ 
ty-four hours have put forth magnifi­ 
cent blooms with the help of warm 
acetylene light at night, and narcissus 
plants have doubled the size of their 
Hewers after spending a day and a 
half in the den. 
This remarkable method of forcing 
both flowers and vegetables to matu­ 
rity has been developed in the horti­ 
cultural department of Cornell univer­ 
sity, Ithaca, N. Y. It was told to the 
public for the first time the other after­ 
noon at the winter exhibition of the 
farmers’ institute, in the American in­ 
stitute at New York, by Professor 
John Craig, head of the horticultural 
bra tick of <’ornell. 
“It means a revolution in flowers 
and vegetables, this new way of forc­ 
ing them, because they seem to I*? 
stimulated to a more perfect maturity 
than when they develop naturally," 
Professor Craig stud. “By experiment 
in the university we found that the 
ether administered In an air tight box 
or den for twenty-four or thirty-six 
hours had a most remarkable vitaliz­ 
ing effect on certain kinds of flowers 
and vegetables and that when In addi­ 
tion to being kept in the sunlight dur­ 
ing the daytime they were expose-1 at 
night to the light from acetylene burn­ 
er-;, which seem to have a spectrum 
sin liar in effect to the real sunshine, 
they grow almost riotously. 
“Lilacs, for instance, will he iii bloom 
at least ten days sooner under this 
treatment than when they develop nat­ 
urally or I)., 
the ordinary means of 
forcing, as will also azaleas and rho­ 
dodendrons. 
When {Hitting the roots 
into the ether the greatest care should 
la* taken riot to leave them in tho stim­ 
ulating atmosphere more than thirty- 
six or forty-eight hours, or the drug 
will have the opposite effect, and in­ 
stead of being forced to mature they 
will die as soon as removed.” 


Iluvrniluii Huckleberry. 
On tie* island of Hawaii are great 
thickets of the cholo, or Hawaiian hue 
kleberry (Vacelniutn retleulatumj, which 
tin* natives consider sacred to Pele, the 
goddess who is supposed to preside 
over the famous crater of Kilauea, and 
which, together with white pigs and 
chickens, are thrown by them into the 
boiling red lake during an eruption to 
appease the wrath of tile aggressive 
d a m e and thus cause the rivers o f lava 
to cease flowing on their destructive 
course. Those berries grow in clusters 
on low bushes right on the very brink 
of the brimstone beds and are so nu­ 
merous that a bushel may be easily 
gathered in half an hour. In appear­ 
ance they somewhat resemble a cran­ 
berry. and the flavor is pleasantly sug­ 
gestive of grapes.

THREE SPE C IES OF MOOSE. 


r h o A r e t h e E n r o p c n i i , t h e I ' . i n t e r n 
A m e r i c a n f i n d t h e 
A lf iN kn n . 
There are supposed to la* three spe 
des of moose tin* European moose or 
elk, found In northern Europe and ad­ 
joining parts of Asia; the common 
moose of eastern America, distinguish 
ed chiefly from its European congener 
by the skull being narrowed across the 
maxillaries, also by its greater size and 
darker color, and tin* Alaskan moose, 
separated by Its giant stature, its nar­ 
row occiput, broad palate and heavy 
mandibles. 
Expressed in external features as il­ 
lustrated in tlu* adult male (always 
best for differentiating species): 
Tile Scandinavian elk is a small gray 
animal with 
little palm and many 
spikes on its antlers. 
The Canadian is a large black ani­ 
mal with much pa I rn a tion and always 
a separate brow bunch of spikes. 
I 
have seen hundreds of Canadian moose 
antlers, but never a pair that did not 
show a well developed separate group 
of prongs iii front, of each brow. 
I 
ba vc seen a score or more of Swedish 
elk, but never saw one that did have a 
separate brow group of prongs, though 
I confess I have seen figures of such. 
The Alaskan is a richly colored black, 
gray and brown giant, not only the lar­ 
gest deer alive today, but believed to be 
the largest that ever did exist, since no 
fossil has been found to equal It In 
bulk. Its antlers differ chiefly in size 
from those of the Canadian moose, but 
Madison Grant claims that they are 
also more complex and have In the 
brow antlers a second palinatlou which 
is set at right angles to that of the 
main patination. 
Iii these peculiarities 
lie finds “a startling resemblance is 
shown 
to 
tin* 
extinct eervalces, 
a 
moose-like deer of pleistocene times, 
probably ancestral to tin* genus alecs. 
“If this resemblance Indicates any 
close relationship, we have In the Alas 
kan moose a survivor of the archaic 
typo from which tin* true moose and 
Scandinavian elk have somewhat de­ 
generated.”—Ernest Thompson Seton in 
Scribner’s.

Wliili* Great Britain, For Inntnnco, 
tin* Mn ny DUTorent l-nnioium**, 
It has been observed that the lan­ 
guage spoken iii the United States Is 
remarkably uniform.

in area than any one of half a dozen of 
our states, contains such very differ­ 
ent languages as English. Welsh and 
tile Gaelic of tin* Scottish highlands, to 
say nothing of the provincial dialects 
of Cornwall and Yorkshire and the 
unique speech of tin* London cockney, 
while in this country, with its vast ex­ 
panse of territory, its settlement by 
Spanish, French, Dutch and Swedish 
colonists and its millions of immigrants 
drawn from nearly every country, large 
and small, all over the world, there is 
far greater uniformity of speech than 
In any other land of equal area and 
population. 
The causes can be readily seen. 
The 
public schools have made us a nation 
of readers, and the press has supplied 
books and papers without limit. 
Cress 
associations have done their part to­ 
ward giving a uniform and fairly good 
tone to tin* newspaper language of the 
day. The telegraph, the telephone and 
cheap postage have brought distant 
parts of the country into quick and 
easy communication, aud so have aid­ 
ed in teaching a common language. 
The railroad has penetrated every cor­ 
ner of the land and made us a nation 
of travelers. 
Countless human shut­ 
tles thus are thrown daily across the 
land iii eve-7 direction, carrying with 
them tile threads of thought and speech 
and doing their part to make one pat­ 
tern of the whole. No doubt our maps, 
which still present so many different 
kinds of names, will in time lose the 
strangeness and the “foreign air” that 
art* so noticeable now.—II. M. Kingery 
in St. Nicholas.
